Mixon s Proposed Peace Plan 


Republic of Vietnam and 
United States Proposal for a 
Negotiated Settlement of the 
Indochina Conflict. 

1. There will be a total 
withdrawal from South Viet- 
nam of all U.S. forces and 
other foreign forces allied 
with - the government of 
South Vietnam within six 
months of an agreement. 

2. The release of all mili- 
tary men and innocent civili- 
ans captured throughout In- 
dochina will be carried out 
in parallel with the troop 
withdrawal's mentioned in 
point 1. Both sides will pre- 
sent a complete list of mili- 
tary men and innocent civ- 
ilians held throughout Indo- 
china on the day the agree- 
ment is signed. The release 
will begin on the same day 
as the troop withdrawals and 


will be completed when they 
are completed. 

3. The following principles 
will govern the political fu- 
ture of South Vietnam: 

The political future of 
South Vietnam will' be left 
for the South Vietnamese 
people to decide for them- 
selves, free from outside in- 
terference. 

There will be a free and 
democratic. Presidential elec- 
tion in South Vietnam within 
six months of an agreement. 
This election will be organ- 
ized and run by an indepen- 
dent body representing all' 
political forces in South Viet- 
nam which will assume its 
responsibilities on the date of 
the 'agreement. This body 
will, among other responsibil- 
ities, determine the qualifica- 
tion of candidates. All polit- 


ical forces in South Vietnam 
can participate in the elec- 
tion and present candidates. 
There will be international 
supervision of this election. 

One month before the 
Presidential election takes 
place, the incumbent Presi- 
dent and Vice President of 
South Vietnam will resign. 
The Chairman of the Senate, 
as caretaker head of the gov- 
ernment, will assume admin- 
istrative responsibilities ex- 
cept for those pertaining to 
the election, which will re- 
main with the independent 
election body. 

The United States, for its 
part, declares that it: 

• Will support no candi- 
date and will remain com- 
pletely neutral in the elec- 
tion. 


* Will abide by the out- 
come of this election and 
any other political processes 
shaped by the South Viet- 
namese people themselves. 

0 Is prepared to define its 
military and economic assist- 
ance relationship with any 
government that., exists in 
South Vietnam. 

Both sides agree that: 

• South Vietnam, togeth- 
er with other countries of 
Indochina, should adopt a 
foreign policy consistent 
with the military provisions 
of the 1954 Geneva Accords. 

° Reunification of V i e t- 
nam should be decided on 
the basis of discussions and 
agreements between North 
and South Vietnam, without 
constraint and annexation 
from either party, and with- 
out foreign interference. 

4. Both sides will respect

y>os.-.'i ^ose of 1962 on Laos. There 
wiil.be no foreign interven- 
tion in the Indochinese 
countries and the Indochi- 
nese peoples will be left to 
settle their own affairs by 
themselves. 

5. The problems existing 
among the Indochinese 
countries will be settled by 
I the Indochinese parties on 
the basis of mutual respect 
j I 01 ' independence, sovereign- 
j ty, territorial integrity and 
I non-interference in each 
other’s affairs. Among the 
| problems that will be set- 
| tied is the implementation 
j of the principle that all 
I armed forces of the coun- 
! tries of Indochina must re- 
I main within their national 
frontiers. 

i 6 - There will be a gen- 
eral ceasefire throughout 
Indochina, to begin when 
the agreement is signed. 

As part of the ceasefire, 
there will be no further 
infiltration of outside 
forces into any of the 


countries of inaocnina. 

7. There will be interna- 
tional supervision of .the 
military aspects of this 
agreement including the 
ceasefire and its provisions, 
the release of prisoners of 
war and innocent civilians, 
the withdrawal of outside 
forces from Indochina, and 
the implementation of the 
principle ""'that, all armed 
forces ofj the countries of 
Indochina must r e riTsf ml 
within their national fron- 
■ tiers. 

8. There will be an in- 
ternational guarantee for 
the fundamental national 
rights of the Indochinese 
peoples, the status of all 
the countries in Indochina, 
and lasting peace in this 
region. 

Both sides express their 
willingness to participate 
in an international confer- 
ence for this and other ap- 
propriate purposes.
